In view o! tho reform ol the 
general education and vocational 
(raining in this country. It la 
proposed that children should 
begin going lo school Iron the 
ago ot ala, rather than al seven 
as Is now the case. The transi- 
tion will ba gradual, taking 
place over several yoars starling 
la 1086. For the past three years 
many schools have been experi- 
menting by soiling up special 
"zero" classcr for six-year-olds. 

Our photos are of a "zero" 
doss at School No. 310 In Mos- 
cow. Special ploy rooms hovo 
been organized ol such schools. 
Tho children are not asked to per- 
form In (rout of llio blackboard, 
nor do they receive any marks. 
The lesson which lasla lor thirty- 
live Instead ol forty-live minu- 
tes. takes the (arm ot games. 

The Institute (or Schools at 


the Russian Federation Education 
Ministry lias devised a special 
curriculum which Includes read- 
ing, Russian, maths and han- 
dicrafts, while teachers to lake 
such classes are trained at 
special seminars at a teachers 
training college. Most* ol the 
children who attend “zero" clas- 
ses read fairly Hue ally by the 
time they era seven, and they 
are also capable of Independent 
discussion. 

Preparations for starling school 
at six have been underway In 
this country for a long lime. 

Our educationalists have stu- 
died the experience ol such 
couulrles as Austria, Huugary, 
France, West Germany and 
others, as well as pro-school 
establishments and dlllerent

They have also taken Into ac- 
count research by psychologists, 
methodlsts, physiologists, and 
doctors who believe six Ib the 
optimum ago at which lo start 
school. The teachers In charge of

A new microscope manufactu- 
red at a Leningrad factory ope- 
rated by the Burevcstnlk amal- 
gamation has a I00 r 000x magni- 
fication. 

Tho apparatus uses a fin a 
beam of accelerated electrons 
causing secondary X-ray radia- 
tion when examining an object 
which Is then used to produce 
an Imago on tho screen. The 
energy of electrons la enough to 
visualize the structure of any 
material several millimetres 
deep, thus making redundant 
the need for thin slices of a ma- 
terial. The new microscope can 
be used In Industry In quality 
control.

SOVIET FOREIGN 
TRADE: RESULTS 
AND PROSPECTS 

Gennady ZHURAVLYOV, 

First Deputy Minister 
of Foreign Trad* oi the USSR 


144 trading partner-nations 
and 127.5 thousand million rou- 
bles ot foreign trade turnover— 
such are the results of this 
country's economic commercial 
relations in the past year, which 
are characterized by expanding 
exports and Imports, In addi- 
tion, we have had an active 
trade balance since tho beginn- 
ing ot the current five-year plan 
period In 1981. 

Our Undo with tho socialist 
countries lias reached a con- 
siderable volume, accounting in 

1080 lor 50 per cent of our en- 
tire foreign trade turnover. 

The USSR does business with 
102 devoloplug countries. Most 
of It Is of a long-term nature. 

In 1983, there was a 4,9 per 
cent growth In trade turnover, 
and a 47 per cent growth for 
the 1981-83 period taken an q 
whole, Occupying llr&t place In 
this group ol countries is India 
whose trade accounted for 2.3 
thousand million roubles, with a 
25 per cent In cross o ou Hits 
figure being envisaged for 1984. 

T ratio with ludla Is characteriz- 
ed hy diversification of Indian 
c-xpo its In favour nf a greater 
share for Hr Industrial goods on 
tho export mnrkot. 

Our cooperation with devel- 
oped capitalist countries Is com- 
plicated by various obstacles 
and growing protectionism. 

Tor cxnmplo, the USSR Is con- 
stantly accused o! dumping. In 
actual fact such accusations 
amount to an attempt to bring 
to a holt tho supply of competi- 
tive Soviet goods on the West- 
ern market. 

Politicizing of trade Is harm- 
tut. The US administration, for 
example, has to take tha blame 
for the fact that our 1083 bila- 
teral trade has reached a record 
low of 1.0 thousand million rou- 
bles, as a result of numerous 
"8 arte lions'', limitations and 
“economic wars" Introduced 
against and aimed at tho USSR. 
Following in the woke ol US 
policy, Japan's trade turnover 
with the USSR suffered a de- 
crease for the first time since 

1081 (of 18 per cent). 

When placed against this 
background, business relations 
with Western Europe look quite 
favourable, the trade turnover 
here having grown by 0.4 per 
cent. In addition to bilateral 
goods exchange new promising 
types of cooperation are devel- 
oping, Including cooperation In 
production, exchange of licences, 
etc, West Germany, Finland, 
Italy, and France era among the 
largest of our Western partners. 
Our relations with these coun- 
tries are of a long-term nature. 
Besides bringing purely econom- 
ic advantage, trade itfth the 
USSR alio yields positive benefit 
—lor instance, tt helps to solve 
tha problem of unemploy- 
ment which still persists In the 
West. According to some West- 
ern estimates, Soviet contracts 
provided Iasi year for addition- 
al jobs la Western countries *i 
follow*: 120 thousand In Ger* 
many/ between iOd - and 200 
thousand In Traqcei' 150, thou- 
sand in Finland and lbg thwt- 
sand In ApetHa.
